Means must he devised to protect the country 
a sain at possible invasion or ambitious designs, not only from Africa hut Uom Europe, and 
to introduce some modifications into the Capitulations, the present interpretation of which 
rendered good government impossible. I instanced the absence of a Preijs Law, and the 
difficulties in enforcing, without the intervention of a Consul* the laws regulating the 
duties of land-holders in respect of the irrigation, on which depended the whole prosperity 

His Highness told me that he did not flunk foreign Powers would agree to the 
modification of the Capitulations, and said the points I had alluded to could easily bo 
settled by the enforcement of the Turkish Press Law, and by increased vigour on the part 
oFthe Egyptian Administration towards foreign land-owners, \\ by should not the Turkish 
law on these matters be carried out in Egypt as in any other Turkish vilayet ? 

1 replied that Egypt stood in quire a different position from that of any other province 
of the Empire Its Government was different, and foreign colonies and settlements 
had, from geographical and other reasons, obtained a footing there, which gave them 
exemptions, immunities, find privileges which did not exist in any other part of the 
Empire Of these it would be impossible to deprive them unless satisfactory 
guarantees wore given io other Governments for the protection of the interests of their 
subjects. Such guarantees might be devised, and m exchange for them I had some reason 
to believe foreign Governments might be willing to surrender the present form o( the 
Capitulations, the working of which was recognized on all sides to be mischievous. Under 
all circumstances, Her Majesty's Government could not name a day for evacuation, until 
they were satisfied that due provisions had been made to sustain the Government of the 
Khedive, and to secure the external and internal peace of Egypt. , 

The Grand Vizier said we must adjourn any discussion on these points till our formal

Hia Imperial Majesty received me with much cordiality, and reminded me of the 
length of time I had bad the honour of being known to him, He received with evident 
pleasure the expression of the good wishes of Her Majesty the Queen, Avfiich I had been 
instructed to convey to His Imperial Majesty, and in return desired m* to telegraph 
to England the messages contained in my telegram Wo, 6 of yesterday. 

His Imperial Majesty said that there were two questions which preoccupied him very 
much, and which could be solved by Her Majesty'* Government, If they did so, 
they would relieve his mind of a great weight. I replied that I was charged only 
with one question ; that 1 had studied it for some time with Moukhtar Pasha, who was a 
most faithful and loyal servant of His Imperial Majesty \ and that I hoped that the wish of 
Her Majesty's Government to bring to a close the Egyptian difficulties, as was evidenced 
by my mi*sion a would bo furthered during my stay at Constantinople. His Imperial 
Majesty said that he had already nominated Ins Highness the Grand Vi?.ier and Said 
Pasha, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, to discuss the question I was charged to treat. 
He had selected these two Functionaries, not only as able statesmen, but ns standing high 
in his confidence and affection. 

As he vras convinced 1 would do my best to dispose of the Egyptian difficulties 
satisfactorily, he was equally sure that Sir William White would uso his best efforts 
to effect a solution for the Bulgarian complication. 

The two chief points to he borne in mind m the Egyptian discussion were, for 
Turkey, the maintenance of the sovereign rights of the Sultan, and, for England, the 
security of her access to her Eastern possessions, He also wished to sec a state of things 
established which would guard Egypt against foreign intervention, 

I replied that it was the desire of Her Majesty's Government to secure Egypt from 
being involved in European complications, and such must be a chief object of our 
negotiations. Reserving details for my conference with the Ministers, T considered that, 
for the purpose I bad mentioned, it was necessary to promote the permanent stability of 
the Khedive's Government, Nothing, l was convinced, did so much to shelter disorder 
and to impede the application of essential administrative regulations as the exemptions 
and immunities gradually acquired by the European communities in Egypt, Her Majesty's 
Government fully recognized and were desirous of maintaining the sovereign rights oi the 
Sultan, and the chief national interest of England lay in the security of the transit 
through Egypt to the East, it should be our endeavour to achieve these two objects, but 
in so doing we should have other Power* to consult, and their claims and opinions must 
be also considered in any final settlement. It was desirable that the element of finality 
should be as strongly marked na possible, that no loophole should be overlooked through 
which fresh difficulties could be introduced, so that the Egyptian question should disappear 
from political calculations.

AT ii ball gLfen by Lady "While on Tuesday I met Muslims Pasha, whom I had 
not seen since my amii]. 

TTia Excellency told mo ho was most, anxious to have some ocmversatkni with me 
on the subject of my mi&sinn, nntl took me aside for the purpose, I did not think* 
from what he m& } that ho had been much taken into confidence, though ho know 
some of the details of my proposals. He told me that, as in England ha had been the 
representative of Turkish interests* so at Constantinople he was the advocate of 
English interests., and that his frequent visits to the Palace and his knowledge of 
publio men would always be devoted to ibis caq^e. 

He combated very much the idea of English troops returning to Egypt* whiah* ho 
said, would never he allowed by Prance or Eu&iia, I answered that 1 was not at all 
convinced i bat those Powers would object to such a provision, when it was properly 
explained to them. At first he said that if Franco and Iku&ift agreed to it Turkey 
would consent, but bo subsequently changed Ids opinion, and dock rod that Turkey 
would never accept such a condition, She would prefer our remaining in Egypt* by 
which she would be yielding to force* rather tlinn accept by Treaty a provision of this 
nature. 

The great respect every one after ft long acquaintance must fed for Mmurqji 
Pasha of course entitles him to great deference, but 1 do not think ho has ran oh 
influence with the Sultan or his Ministers,, or is much in their confidence* though be 
is naturally desirous of rendering to thorn alt the service in his power*

Yesterday, Sii- William White informs me, Sir Alfred Sand3son was sent for to 
YikLb, and was informed hy Hadji All Bey, the Second Chamberlain rind the con¬ 
fidant of the Sultan, that. Ilia Imperial Majesty was astounded at the proposals l had 
■nude* Ho also added that I had sent His Imperial Majesty, through Mr, Foster* the 
Governor of the Imperial Ottoman Bank, messages to the effect that I would do all in 
my power to meet tho views qf His Imperial Majesty. 

I have had no convertlEon of any kind with Mr. Foster on this subject-. 

M. do Radowitii informed me yesterday that he did not think the Sultan would 
discuss Egyptian matters until the Bulgarian Question worn disposed of. 

[ learn from more than one source that the E ,l ronch Embassy is very aetivo in its 
endeavours to impress on the Sultan the inexpediency of coming io any understanding 
with Her Mdjestv^ Government except under the advice or France.

Foreign Aikirs on the proposals I had made to them as reported in my despatch 
No, 10 of the 8th ultimo. 

The two Ministers in the first insiauco gave mu to read the Memorandum oC which 
I have the honour to inclose a copy. They then proceeded to explain that the 
lijriug of a date waa provided for in the Convention of October 188&, andf that they did 
not 60 S any reason why this etipuktiou should be subordinated to an international 
arrangement such as the modi.ru-inion of the Capitulations mid the jwmfralfrotion. 
They therefore proposed that the negotiation should he divided into two parte: one the 
naming of a day for evacuation, the other the provisions entailing the adhesion of 
other Powers. 

They also objected to the right of re-entry by Her Majesty’s troops hi case of 
disorder* and mid that thin duty properly belonged to the Sultan ns Sovereign of 
Egypt* 

l replied that I was perfectly willing to admit that the complete scheme should be 
SCttteil between England mid Turkey alone, who should subsequently address themselves 
jointly toother Powers to adhere to tho agreements thus arrived at. But apart from 
this the negotiations could not be divided in the manner suggested. I thought it 
right to say at once that Her Majesty's Government would not consent to narnon day 
for tlie withdrawal of Her Majesty’s troops until they were formally satisfied that, t ho 
condition?; For muinteiniug mid restoring internal and external order in Egypt and tor 
the duo disohnygc of the latermribunJ engagements of Egypt after their departure 
wore fluoh m to warrant the evacuation. The only condition which Her Majesty's 
Government could recognize as satisfactory was' the right of re-entry on the 
contingencies specified. Could Turkey furnish any guarantee (hat on the recurrence 
of such an outbreak os that headed by Am hi .she would at once dispatch troops to 
repress it P When wo negotiated the Convention of 18R 5 it was then provided that an 
ultelidr Convention should be concluded regulating the withdrawn! of British trodjps 
in a convenient period. At. that time I had urged by every argument in my power 
tho dispatch of Turkish troops, the licence, to recruit in Turkey, or oven the np point- 
moot of Turkish officers. All these pro posa !i> had been re jot toil, Turkey limited her 
intervention practically to the tranquallisation of the Soudan, by pacific measuves, mid 
tho whole burden and heat of mirin^iinicg order in Egypt r and securing the country 
from the incursions of the Soudanese, had fallen to the I Ask of Her Majesty's 
Government, 

Said Pasha hew said that at the time of the revolt of Arsdri Her Majesty's 
Government, through Lord DulTorin, objected to the dispatch of Turkish troops. 
Otherwise the Sultan would himself have suppressed the insurrection, f replied that, 
without arguing the question of what Inul token place at the time of the Arabi 
rebellion, the whole current of events bad been changed. If England had at that 
time objected to the intervention of a Turkish force, that, opposition had been cancelled 
hy the proposal she made m 1RS5 for the Forte to toko part in the military arrange- 
mento of Egypt. This proposal Laving been rojocted, Her Majesty's Government had 
for the last year and n-hdf Leon obliged to preserve order in the country by such An 
organization as she had found it possible to create. 

IF Egypt were to ho left quite alone to secure herself both at home and on the 
front ter, she would be exposed to profit expense mid embarratetoent. A large nrmv 
would necessitate a large conscriptian and diminiijhed pay. Military eorvke was the 
horror of the fellaheen, and if conscript ion were annually carried out to a great extent 
it would of itself prove a cause and incentive to disorder. A comparatively email 
force, well paid, and officered by English officers, with the certainty that it would be 
supported in it verv short time from Malta or Gibraltar, would be the best method of 
maintain lug peace in Egypt, and tho best security given to the Powers invited to 
concur in the now political conditions of tho country, England desired no special 
privilege in Egypt, Whatever right of transit alio wished for wns equally to be 
conceded to other Powers; but, os the Power more interested than anv other from her 
possessions in the East,and her carrying trade, what she asked was tho right to acouro 
for licrself, and at tho same time for others, the tranq uill ity ueoes$j'ti'y for tho iuteroste 
qf the world in a country the geographical position of wMoh made it an international 
highway. 

Ihe Grand Vizier romarked that the Egyptian army could be reinforced from 
Turkey as quickly m From Gibraltar or Malta. I replied that no doubt in time of 
iicjieo this might bo the cose, but the disorders were only likely to occur when Turkey 
lied her hands 1 ull elsewhere. Among tlic prctoiuters to tho Throne of Egypt there 
vrorc SQinu who disputed the rights of tho Multan as Caliph, and pamphlets in thus 
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flaasae M boon published and distributed. It wns not in a moment of profound peace 
tliat the membera of ihia party would promote disorder, but nfc u time! when the treat 
of Turkey ■would be engaged elsewhere. In that m&o, by whom could mei be 
restored ? The Grand Vizier hero remarked that even if Turkey accepted tbMO 
proposals ether Powers would object to thorn. To this I rammed that I was not 
convinced, if England and Turkey adopted them and presented them jointly with £u> 
necessary explanations, that any insuperable objection would be raised by tha other

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s di spatch 
No. 3 of the 2ml instant, together with its inelosures, on the subject of a proposal made 
by Mr. Charles Waring, modifying that made in 1884, for the leasing, reconstruction* 
and working of the Egyptian railways. 

Your Lordship will have perceived from my despatch No* 0 of the 5th instant 
that the proposal is very muoh in principle that suggested by me* 

When in London 1 saw Mr. Waring, and told him, as I had said to many others 
as my private opinion* that in the formation of a Company of the kind lay the solution 
of the difficulties in the way of maintaining the present linns in a state of efficiency 
and of constructing the additions necessary for efficient working. The whole question 
Is contained, however, not in the idea of a Company, but in the selection of those who 
are to take part in it* 

The proposal is different from that submitted to Her Majesty's Government 
in 188 i, whkra formed the subject of Mr. Eger ton’s despatch to your Lordship No* 502 
of the 16th August, 1885* The obiectioB>! urged in that despatch as the reasons for 
the rejection of tho scheme by the Egyptian Government are very forcible* though not, 
I think, insuperable* But, m your Lordship will perceive, the suocgbb or uon-succc^ 
of Lhc scheme will depend on the reputation and financial position of those who form 
tho Company. If tho Company is of a speculative character, however desirable 
it may ho for other reams to abolish the present system, it had letter remain as it is. 
subject to the many drawbacks if presents. A Company of such a character would 
bn formed for transitory purposes* would depend on the i&sues based on Stock 
Exchange purposes, and ere long would become impecunious and necessarily litigious 
But if the railway ay stem of Egypt wore to become for a term the property of 
commercial houses and capitalist of tho to at character in England and on the 
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Continent presenting every condition of solvency for which malertal guarantees 
might he exacted* then I think the formation of such a body would confor great 
hemofita on the Government finances and on the industrial and agricultural interests 
of Egypt, 

It would ha clearly impossible for any one individual to guarantee conditions such 
at those. I have sketched out* Mr. Wonag’s idea is good In itself, and I hayo no 
doubt ho would Ijo able to develop it. with ability and energy; but before Her 
Majesty’s Government or that of Egypt could pledge themselves to so vast a project, 
involving as it does a property now representing a loan of more than 32,000,000/., it 
will tro necessary, in the first instance, that the financial strength of the projected 
combination should be clearly set forth and rigorously tested. Mr, Waring will 
probably he able to furafch such details.

I should mention that Baron Galvagua is on very cordial terms with Sir William 
White,and that both on public and private grounds, an I have known his family iu Italy 
for many years, he has shown every desire to be friendly and useful to me since my 
arrival, 

Baron Galvugna told me that he thought the principal objection to the proposal a I 
had made would bo to the right of re-entry- I-Ie himself quite recognised t he necessity 
of this provision, but he knew it was most distasteful to the Porte, as the Ministers 
considered it would transfer to a foreign Power, over a Turkish province, a right which 

3 erly belonged to the Sultan. He therefore asked whether the provision could not bo 
ifled iu the following manner, viz,, that in cases to bo specified the duty of restoring 
order should be confided jointly to England and to Turkey, and in mm that the latter 
were prevented from taking her share iu The duty when necessary, then that England

No doubt this proposal goes much further than the suggestion made by M* do tladowitas 
ue reported in my telegram No. 18 of the 27 tb ultimo.

I endeavoured to meet him in the same spirit, and avoided any topic of a contrary 
tendency.. I told him that Her Majesty** Government were moat desirous of meeting the 
views of France. The Representatives of‘France in Egypt had told mo in conversation 
that the neutralization of the Canal would have that effect. The neutralization, noi only 
of that waterway, but of Egypt itself would he proposed* and still* unfortunately, France 
did not appear ‘satisfied, If he could point out to me any manner iu which this object 
could be effected, l was sure Htr Majesty's Government would be lumpy to consider it, 

M Imbertsnid that the oue thing by which France would really ho BiAisliecl would bo 
our naming a date of evacuation, By this means the irritation would disappear at once, 
aa though by the touch of a trigger* and Fiance could then cordially co-operate with m in 
the arrangements necessary tor the future government of Egypt, In the proposal L had 
made this date was not fixed, and a condition was inserted for reoccupution in ease of 
disorder- This was in no respect leaving the country, His idea was that we should [mine 
the date of evacuation* that in the interval the arrangements should be made for the pre¬ 
servation of peace* and that within n limited period after our departure we should have the 
right, of re-entry for the purpose of restoring order if disturbed.

If before the expiration of the iuterveumg period precautions could 
not be agreed upon tor the preservation of ardor, England might be pl&cod In the dilemma 
ot being forced to leave Egypt in a state of disturbance and of not fulfilling her pledges. 
This was n position Her Majesty’s Government could not admit. The proposals that had 
been made were perfectly logical, and in keeping with good faith and good tooling to ail 
interest**. Wo found ourselves In Egypt, and called upon to restore order and tranquillity. 
We considered the time arrived when o permanent settlement, of that country could bo 
fered which w ould give to no one Tower any undue preference. We proposed to ddke 
the political comUtiona of Egypt so os to defend it morally from the aggression or mvoatoa 
of other Powers, and* as a provision against iotcrnul disorder or invasion from without, we 
undertook the duty of defending it when danger arose. There could be no fear that this, 
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duttf coaid lead Lo abuse. It could only be brought into force 113 the consequence ol 11 
Trcatv to which wc were bound, and it would entail on u\* expense and jneonvernfmee, 
which we Should not he likely to prolong beyond the absolute necessities of the owssiom 
Our only national interest to to keep the highway clear, and in watching over this interest, 
which m incontestably larger than that of any other nation, we should a so lie wnfM 
purpose of the world at large. As to the reported language of mr Lordship to M. Wad-

My Lord, Jtyru, March 8, I6S7, 

YESTERDAY another meeting was held at. the office of Lhe Grand Yfoier at the 
Porte. It began, by a abort discussion on the tobacco question, and certain documents 
were brought tn and discussed which 1 shall have the honour to forward to your Lordship 
on an early occasion. The subject seem* to have a particularly irritating effect on the 
Turkish M misters- 

After this topic was exhausted, I naked whether we could not approach the mala 
question, as tbo delay was doing a ftood deal of harm in Egypt/and attracting notice la 
England. The Grand Vizier, speaking in English, with which he is well acquainted, then 
asked me whether I could not pay him a visit on Thursday alone, when wc could have 
some private conversation, I replied that I would willingly do so, but that a messenger 
was about to leave for England to-day, nnd l hoped E should not again be left unable to 
report some kind of progress to your Lordship. 

At this moment the Minister for Foreign Affairs left u@, and the Grand Vizier asked 
mo to stay. He began by saying that the Word “neutralization’ 11 hod created suspicion, 
mid that, at all events, ho should prefer an arrangement between England and Turkey 
alone which did taut entail the intervention of nthera. I replied that this would be moat 
desirable, and I bad always proposed that the arrangement should, in tbo first instance, bo 
concluded between tbo two Pouera exclusively. Rut, I conceived. 110 really satisfactory or 
lasting settlement could he made without the adhesion, of the other Governments. My 
belief was that Ll neutralization if could be explained and presented in such a form as to 
show that It would guarantee to the Sultan, in the moat acceptable manner, the possession 
of bis rights over Egypt, and botli In time of war and of peace prevent other Paw era from 
harbouring or attempting any invasion or usurpation. 

H& Highness then suggested In me bis plan, which was aa follows 

That England should m a date for departure in three or six mouths, and that at the 
end of that period English officers in the array should be gradually replaced by Turkish 
officers \ that afterwards, whenever disorders should occur, thoy should be repressed by 
Turkish troupe; but in cage it was inconvenient for Turkey at the time to dispatch a 
force, then that Eng land should have the right of re-entry. 

Seeing in the last condition the germ of a possible understanding, 1 told hit Highness 
tliat at all events his suggestions left an opening for discussion:; but I pointed out lo him 
that they afford no guarantee against the attempts of other Powers to obtain, if not posses¬ 
sion, at. nil event# paramount influence In Egypt* 

His Highness replied (hat France bad expressed her willingness to make ei declaration 
that xhc would not acml troops to Egypt, 

I submitted that a spontaneous declaration like this had not the value of an inter¬ 
mit] emu! engagement such as 1 proposed, and that there wore other Powers which might in 
time he tempted to harbour designs on Egypt. I did not see how an Entematiuiml agree¬ 
ment could be avoided, oven if the term ** neutralization ” were rejected, a# I could not 
think Egypt could be considered in a sutisf&otory political condition while the Capitulations 
were not modi lied so as to bring foreign offenders within sonic absolutely local jurisdiction. 
These Acts offered a never-ending field for Consular intervention. 

As to the withdrawal being a question of months, this nos till absolute impossibility. 
Tlit; earliest period I could imagine would he five or six years, and oven then it would be 
difficult. As to the English officers, I said they inu&t remain.; but, if desired, sonic 
limitation might be put upon their number, With respect to tbo right of re-entry* it 
might be established by some formula which would harmonize with the feelings of the 
Sultan. 

The Grand Vizier then told me, very confidentially f that he kid liold but little 
conversation with tbo Sultan on this subject, and that his mind was occupied with 
considering some method by which bo could lead His Imperial Majesty to consent to an

At the wmc time, the other sources 
of revenue pledge! to the tribute loans could bo released, and the resources ol Turkey 

would to this os tent be benefited. . , 

HK HiclineEs then wearied to tta question of neutralninbon, aud agom expressed 
hii re'iol that the matter could not be nirenged by tho two eouutriea alone. I told 
bis Higlmosa that I understood neutralisation bad been represented ns entailing the 
complete independence of Egypt, and certain persons here in eUins Belgium ns an 
instance of neutrality, had matte out that it bad been f he ueutrahzataon of Belgium 
which had caused its separation from the Kingdom of the pother lands. hot tins 
purpose I bad prepared a Memorandum which I gave to his Highness, not'as an 
official doeumeht, but as a ptecis of argument* explaining the nantealittldui intended, 
A copy of this paper in English is inclosed, That given te his Highness was a 

French translation. . 

His Highness then md that bu bad' prepared a counter-project, which he would 
give i ]lg at our nexL meeting. Ho was of opinion tliat it would he the host compter 
Si to work on a draft of Convention as we had done before, and to discusa it Article 
by Article. To this F assented, isaying that the two Powers should come to an agree¬ 
ment on the whole question, and "i hat an Article should be inserted stipulating that 
Her Majesty's Government and the Forte should jointly invite the accession of tho 
other Powers to those stipulations which concerned them, 

Uis Highness then recapitulated the heads of his proposals very much as reported 
in my despatch No, 23 of tho Sth instant. Ho understood that Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment would not name a day for evacuation except on conditions, iwfl he should 
propose the followingj tSuit the evacuation should take place, say, in :i year; that 
British officers should 1>c replaced gradually by Tuikisjli officers; tlrnt m case of 
disorders Turkey should mud troop to restore order, but if Turkey from any cause 
was unable to do so, Iheu that England should be charged with the duly, 

I told his Highness, as 1 bad done before, that Uor Majesty's Government could 
not accept a term so short for evacuation; that the conditions proposed for English 
officers vm aSfid unacceptable, bat that I thought it possible te strike out some 
formula for the re-entry of the troops in ease of disorder, which* white carrying out 
the views of liar Majesty's Government, would conciliate Turkish susceptibilities 
I said X should, however, reserve my arguments on the subject until the project 
was ready for minute dbcueiHtou. 

1 gathered from accidental expressions that it would not- be possible tor Ins 
Highness, m a Mini ster of the Sultan, to bring forward as from himself in the first 
instance, conditions, more in liannony with the views of Her Majesty’s Government ; 
but that sudi proposals must emanate from myself in answer to bis Highness’ 
proposals. 

Considering the doubtful tenure of Turkish Ministers, I feel it essential to 
consult in every possible way the position of the present Grand Vizier. His Highness 
is very friendly, mid manifests a considerable desire to come to terns with Her 
Majesty’s Government, but he lifts had a very difficult task in leading the mind of the 
Sulten to entertain the negotiations as they stand at present. Ono main point* 
however, te gained in the rejection of the advice m persistently given by the French 
Embassy to the Sultan to refuse all negotiations till Her Majesty's Government had 
fixed the data of withdrawal,

FEARS have been expressed that the neutralization of Egypt would infringe on 
the sovereign rights of the Sultan over that country. I? &mi trailed minutely, the 
proposal will, on the contrary, appear in effect. to confirm and consolidate (hose rights. 
The neutrality of Egypt would bo what is known as * f la neutral ltd eonventionnelle/ 
ite terms, conditions, and limits, being laid down in an Internationa I Convention. Of 
this aperies of neutrality there are several in stances* sometimes itffoetmg entire countries, 
ftt others, provinces or districts. It lias served to protect weak States from stronger 
ones, and to exempt the neutralized State or district, from the evils of war or invasion, 
to which they might otherwise be exposed by their geographical or strategical position. 
Bui in no cose lias it La any way weakened the authority of the Sovereign or Chief of 
the State* oiico his subjects or oil teens. Thus after many historical experiences, the 
neutrality of Switzerland was, by the Declaration of Faria* of the 20lh November, 1815*. 
Invested with a solemn and definitive character* and the perpetual integrity and 
inviolability of the Confederation was subsequently guaranteed as necessary to the 
general equi librium of Europe. 

In the same manner, Belgium was uoutralteed after its separation from the 
Kingdom of the Neuthcrlawls. It has been asserted in some organa of the press, that 
the neutrality of Belgium detached that State from the Kingdom of the Netherlands. 
Such k not Inc cMm The neutrality of Belgium was established rdter its separation 
from Holland* which arose from, other causes, and with the object of securing the 
independence of the new Moiiiirehy, and of exempting it from the warlike enterprises 
of its neighbour. 

These are two instances of entire States being netralized. As to the neutralization 
of portions of States, it is only necessary to mention the case of the Ionian Islands. 
At the time of their cession to Greece, it was stipulated that the Islands of Corfu and 
Paxo “should enjoy the advantages of perpetual neutrality." To the Treaty of 
London* of the 29th March, ISfld* containing this stipulation, Hi* Imperial Majesty 
(lie Sultan acceded by mi Act, signed on the 3th April, 1SE5, 

If will thus be seen tluitaeoiivciiliomil ncutralizariou Is considered a benefit to the 
countries or districts to which snob a political condition is applied. It dries not in 
any respect weaken ihe ties between the Governor and the governed, hut gives to the 
inhabit ante of the neutralized region special advantages by protect ing ami sheltering 
them against invasion and the dangers and misfortunes of war* 

Peculiar circumstances seem to indicate neutrality m specially fitted for the 
political status of Egypt. Since the completion ol the Suez Canal, it lifts become more 
than over ft country of transit, I^rge foreign colonics conduct the principal portion 
of its commerce, and the cosmopolitan character of its community renders it peculiarly 
suse#tibia to politico! vicissitudes* and tho constant neeiio of conflicting Interests and 
ambitions. 

In view of Lhe contentions that may at any montent arise* it would be well if 
by some International Act the rights of the Sultan aa Sovereign and Caliph were 
definitively recognized and lifted above Ihe risk of future quarrels. A Treaty receiving 
these rights* placing the tribute as the first charge on the revenue, and perpetually 
isolating the country from general politics, would servo the Sultan in the perpetual 
and peaceful enjoyment and possession of bis prerogatives. No political convulsion 
could affect Egypt* and the moral guarantees given by Europe would diminish the 
expense of the tinned force to the dimensions required for internal order and frontier 
defence. The neutrality thus established for Egypt, as regards its external relations* 
would entail* as far ns the Consular jurisdiction is concerned, the modification of the 
Capitulations, whfoli are & fruitful source of foreign intervention. In this manner 
uotliing could come between the Sultan and his rights* thus regularised and formally 
acknowledged by a solemn International Act, and Egypt would be delivered from the 
constant struggle for supremacy of tho foreign, colonies, by which its progress is so 
often kept back.

M* Wnddington then inquired whether the proposals of Her MajestyGovern¬ 
ment had been communiflatoft oflleially to the llcprescntatives of the Great Powers at 
Constantinople, and whether copies of them had been given. Sir J. FergussoiL said 
tlmt. they had been communicated confidentially, and that ho did not think that any 
eopica of dominionts had bean given. 

Sir n. D. Wolff had been authorized on the 1st March to make the communica¬ 
tion, the intent ton being that tbo Representatives of tho Powers should not be kept in 
Ignorance of what was going on, though it was necessary that tho proposals should be 
made m the first Instance to the Porte, with whom JFier Majesty's Government had 
eon eluded a Convention in regard to the affairs of Egypt, and who, consequontly, had 
the prior right to receive them, 

M. Waldington asked which Powers had expressed approval o( Bir H. I). Woltfs 

proposals. 

Sir J. Ferigusson said that he understood that, the French Representative at 
Constantinople had himself inquired of the German Ambassador if lie approved of 
thorn, end that the latter had expressed an approval in principle.

Ho said tliat there was a great desire on the part of the Sultan and those m his 
oonfutonoe to do away with the hereditary government of the family of Mohammed Ali, 
and to substitute for the present Khedive a Turkish Administrator, At first 
Mouth tar Pasha had been thought of, but for some reason this idea, had boon 
dismissed, Mr* Hnnly liftd told his friends that it would be hopeless to attempt to 
govern Egypt by an ordinary Turkish Vail, and they had devised some title, neither 
that of Khedive nor of Yali, by which to designate the new Administrator. 

I told Mr, Hanly that it appeared to mo all these speculations were quite idle, ns

WITH reference to my despatch No, 47 of thin day 1 *, date, I have the honour to 
report to your Lordship tlicit last night M. de Rudowite stated to Mr. Cartwright 
that, according to the information he had received, offers had been made to the Sultan 
by the ex-Khedive Ismail. These had been rejected by the Sultan, who, ng ( have more 
1 linn once reported, is said to have an insuperable aversion to the deposed Governor, 

The proposals w ere made, M. do Radowite added, through some Armenians, and he 
did not think the llnsmii Embassy was connected with them, Curiously enough, the 
gentleman who gave me the information, in such detail as to induce mo to telegraph it to 
your Lordship, is un Armenian, of high position in Ids community, who has at various 
limes made contracts for arms with the Ottoman Government. He bad heard it from 
Ids brother, with whom I know that he lives on alternate terms of friendship and rivalry. 
The latter could give all the details, and my informant proposed seeing him again and 
calling the next day with the evidence. Since then he has not been near mo, but, 
writing to me on another subject, lie says that his brother has quite forgotten from whom 
he obtained the information in question. The inference is that the story is true, but the 
brothers liave again become reconciled with each other and with some unknown party, and 
find it worth their while not to pursue further their revelations. 

(Since writing the above, I learn that communications for the Sultan have been made 
by is mail Pasha through Photiades Pasha, the Turkish Minister at Rome. I have 
telegraphed to your Lordship accordingly.

TO-DAY I went by appointment to the office of the Grand Vizier, and Pound his 
Highness and Said Pasha. They again allowed me Moukhtar Pasha’* Report, a very 
long document, containing, as I learn from another source, much detail. The Grand 
Vizier began by telling me that he, together with Bald Pasha* bad spent much time In 
examining this Report, and that on ‘■ionday he was to go through it with the Sultan, 
His Higlme&a therefore begged mo to give him my opinion as to the constitution of the 
army, Moukhtar Pasha bad reported that the slumbers must be 13*009 or 14,000, and 
his Highness did not see how this number, at 34J. a man, could be maintained out of the 
130*0001- of the Budget and the 200,0001, exposes of occupation, which might bo 
dovoted to the purpose after the withdrawal of Her Majesty’s troops,, His Highness 
added that, in MoukliEar Pasha's opinion, 14,000 would bo required if Dongola were 
again annexed to Egypt* but without that province 13*000 would suffice, 

Feeling somewhat disappointed at tins recurrence to details instead, of discussing 
tile main questions of principle, I expressed myself in this sense. On this the Grand 
Vizier said to me* in English ; “This is a question of principle, and touches your 
proposals, aa we must show the Sultan how many troops will bo required after your 
departure to prevent the probability of anything occurring which might necessitate the 
return of English troops." 

His Highness repeated almost the same worth in French, Said Pitsha expressing 3u& 
concurrence, and the whole of our subsequent conversation was based on this implied 
understanding. It is difficult to convey the force of an impression, and I may be 
mistaken in the inference 1. drew from this incident; but I l'elt so convinced from the 
words of tbs Grand Vizier* and the subsequent tone of the interview, that our proposals 
were* to say the least, favourably entertained* that l liad no hesitation in telegraphing to 
your Lordship hi that BOnac, 

I was strengthened lathis view by a letter I received on Thursday from Sir Evelyn 
I luring, in which he tells me that Monk blur Pasha had, in tho course of & conversation cn 
I he 17tU instant, expressed himself satisfied witii the negotiations now being carried on* 
as testifying to the sincerity of England towards Turkey. 

Returning to the questions put to me, I mid that Dongok should at OJJCC be dis* 
missed from our calculations. It was quite understood that there should, he no attempt 
to reconquer that province, but if it chose voluntarily to return to its allegiance it was 
quite rich enough to pay for ila own defence* Taking* therefore* the lower rate proposed 
by Monk liter Pasha, 1 considered it more than woe required* mid* in some respect#, 
mischievous. The dislike of the fellaheen, to military service was so great that every* 
tbhi£ should bo done to mitigate its severity. The standing army need not ncccs^rify 

be the measure of the military strength of the country. By a judicious system of 

reserves the army might easily be reinforced in case of emergency. In my opinion, 
8*000 would be a sufficient force* or, nt the utmost, 10,000, the cost of which, at 3-fr. per 

Mfi, would nearly come within the two available items of the Budget, The two 

Ministers seemed to think, notwithstanding my arguments, that the number should not 
be less titan 12,000, the cost of which would bo 40S,OOOL a-year. 

The Grand Vitier is to see the Sultan on this subject on Monday, ami lie requested 
me to call on Tuesday for a further conference*

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that I believed the amount he had taken during his reign from Egypt was far beyond 
that sum* and that I had every reuRon to believe his fortune was stilt enormous, notwith¬ 
standing the extravagant scale of his expenditure. 

The question indirectly Confirms the rumours I have at several times mentioned to 
your Lordship of some kind of offer being made by the ex-Khedive to the Government. 
At all events, his powers of payment have evidently been a subject of thought and 
meditation.

IN the course of cur conversation yesterday, the subject of Moscow ah mid the 
Italian occupation occurred accidentally. Tire Grand Vizier remarked that ho hoped 
your Lordship would later authorize me to assist tho Porto in arranging their difference 
with Italy in this matter, 

I did not make any reply to this observation, but later on, seeing Baron Galv&gna* 
I mentioned tho eireuinstance to him, in case tho Italian Embassy should at any tunc 
wish me to say anything on the subject to the Porto* 

Baron Galvngm thanked me for the offer* but continued in the earno opinion as 
that expressed in my despatch Ho. 31 of tho 11th instant. 

It does not appear to me that any tiling can be done at present) hut Baron 
Gnivagna, who is leaving Constantinople for his new post at Mgmdo, has been so 
friendly and given mu so much useful information, that 1 was glad to assure him once 
more before his departure of the desire of Her Majesty's Government to be, if possible* 
of service to Italy. 

Enron Galvamni told me (bat he had train informed of instructions having bqon 
sent to M, do Radowitz to support my proposals in every possible manner. He said 
t-liat Prince Bismarck had been pressing on your Lordship the expediency of a oioso 
understanding with Italy. He also informed me of the fear entertained by France of 
England taking possession of Egypt, by which means Husain would find an excuse for 
Inking Constantinople, and France would lose her predominance in \ he Mediterranean. 
Italy, lie said, had no desire to take Tripoli, but. she would oppose any alteration in the 
present political condition of that country. France might perhaps find Krouixura 
there ns she had found them In Tunis; l>ut Italy would steadfastly resist any repetition 
of the Tunisian policy. Franco was opposing our right of re-entry into Egypt* leal we 
should find in it a pretext for making our occupation permanent, 

I pointed out to Baron Galvagna not only that Her Majesty's Government had 
repeatedly declared that they did not wish to take possession of or permanently to 
occupy Egypt, but they hail given pmofi? of their sincerity by proposing an Inter- 
national Treaty which would tie infringed if the rigid of re-entry were used for any 
purpose* lmt that of restoring order. 

Baron Galv&gna replied that he perfectly understood fckhq and Unit the orders of 
his, Government to the Italian Embassy wore to give ua every assistance. Ho read mo 
u despatch Front Count RobUftnl instructing him to thank mo for communicating my 
Memorandum, and for keeping hint informed of the course of tho negotiation b. 

I should be glad to express in return my gratitude For the very friendly oUIcck of 
Baron G&lvagnn since my arrival at Constantinople*

My Lord, Fern, March 30* 1887* 

YESTERDAY* us I telegraphed to your Lordship, the Grand Vizier called on mu 
some time before the hour appointed for our conference at tho Forte. Ho said that 
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he w mid hr. very happy to see mo there if I would aocompany him, but that the 
Sultsn had wont for soma further details from Mouihtor Pasha, and that on Monday 
next hia Highness would positively give mo officially his counter-proposals to serve as 
a basis of discussion, 

I have telegraphed so fully to your lordship on this interview, which appeared to 
me important, considering the recent arrival of the French Ambassador,, that I need 
not again go over the same ground* There uvo one or twe? points,, however* to which I 
would wish to call your Jnqp'i attention, 

The Grand Yirior is pressing fox* ms to name a date for evacuation* I have 
privately told Ilia Highness that t consider live years the earliest date possible, and 
Ijou only in case our conditions are not only accepted but carried out* This, no doubt, 
will hasten the action of those Towers who wish for our withdrawal* 

But l would wish to submit to your Lordship, assuming our terms to bo accepted 
and carried out, viz,* tho neutralization, the modification of the Capitulations, and the 
various other points which have been considered by Her Majesty's Government, 
whether it would not be better to shorten the period of our stay after the fulfilment of 
our conditions* No doubt it will be necessary that the British occupation should last 
some time after the introduction of the new arrangements, but it would not be politic 
to protract this period beyond the actual necessities, At the present moment the 
French organs me {jiving out that the conditions v, e put forward am merely pretexts 
for indefinitely prolonging our occupation, and this view is being impressed on. the 
mind of the Sultan and his Government by those Interested in opposing British policy. 
It would therefore facilitate not only our negotiations* but the efforts made by those 
who arc assisting as, if Her Majesty f s Government were prepared as a concession to 
shorten tlic term of the occupation when oneo our conditions had been fully carried 
out* Such is the opinion of the German Ambassador, and such I know to be the 
opinion of the Grand Viricr, whoso task would become the easier In persuading the 
Sultan to accept our proposals. 

There arc other reasons which may bo alleged in favour of this view* They 
concern both the English and the Egyptian many. The cost of the latter at ML per 
miiH j assuming the army lo be maintained, at 10,000, is 340,0001., or 210,000k above 
the coat allowed by the Budget. If the army is reduced to 8,000 the cost will he 
reduced to 272/)t>0k J or 142,000k beyond the Conventional allowance ef 130,000k At 
the present moment it is difficult to see whore this extra expense is to come from, 
except, from the item £ * Costa of Occupation/ 1 16A000k, and this Is required for the 
expenses of the English occupying force. This sum, however, cannot cover the 
expenses really represented by the 5,000 mon forming the Army of Occupation. I 
see by the Army Estimates that the total cost of the British army, exclusive of those 
Serving in India, amounts to rather more than 120k per man per annum. Assuming 
the force required to bo that estimated before f left Cairo, viz., 5,000, the cost, 
represented in Egypt would amount to GOO,000k Deducting from this the sum of 
185,000k,* " Contribution from the Government of Egypt to meet extra exp^dlture 
incurred by tbo maintenance of British troops m that country," that is to say, 
assuming that there are no extra expenses over the 1 20k per man, the force in Ej>ypi 
represents an expenditure to the British taxpayer of 415,000k a-year. 1 behove, 
however, there are extra expenses for transport anil allowances. At ali events, in 
consequence of the climate, the expenditure, both in money and human life, is far 
higher than in Europe, 

It may be urged that if these troops were not stationed in Egypt they would bo 
omployed olio where. This, however, is a position which may bo contested, and it may 
be urged that but for the occupation of Egypt the British army might be reduced* I 
do not for a moment argue that the expenditure of this or oven a larger sum is not 
perfectly justified by circumstances, hut I am endeavouring to realize the facte, 
so os to combine, oh far as possible, financial economy with political efficiency* 

Pursuing the financial side of the argument in the first Instance, the foregoing 
statement shows, first, that the payment for the cost of occupation deprives the 
Egyptian Government of the sum required for the minimum number esteemed 
necessary for an efficient Egyptian army; secondly, that, notwithstanding the 
payment of this sum, the real expenditure on account of the British force in Egypt is 
very large. I would therefore venture to suggest that one of two courses should be 
taken; cither to reduce as soon as possible tlio British force by 1,500 men, and te 
relinquish the 185,000k thus economized to the Egyptian Government for their own 
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troops, a. course amply justified by the prospect opened out for an early evacuation of 
the country anil the consequent reduction of expenditure ; or, in ease means can be 
found in sonic other manner to meet the accessary Egyptian army cost, that the 
British force should be reduced as rapidly as possible to the number the total expense 
of which can be co vered by the 185,000k 

The first alternative may, perhaps, be the more feasible, though there may be 
Objections to it, Tbo second would be proferablo if the necassary financial arrange¬ 
ments can be curried out. The next portion of the argument ifl ite political lwaring. 
On this I would venture to submit that, os It has been decided that British troops are 
to evacuate Egypt on certain conditions, the sooner that (xurposo is executed after the 
fulfilment of the conditions the more advantageous will it be for British interests. 

Tlio idea of a permanent occupation of Egypt having boon rejected, it is highly 
desirable that no doubt should exist ‘in tlio minds of other Powers- aw to the good faith 
of Help Majesty^ Government in announcing their intention of withdrawal, Provided 
that duo security is established on tbo terms we lay down, it can be no advantage to 
Her Majesty *s Government to prolong the occupation. A few months later ^for 
withdrawal is of no use to British interests, which will best be served by the establish¬ 
ment of a permanent state of things in Egypt, and the subsidence of the agitation now 
in full crforvesccueo. Moreover, I behove that by yielding on this point, wMyh 
should bo done only as a concession mid in return for something else, we may hasten 
the negotiation- I should wish to establish that the army should be officered by 
England for some time after the actual evacuation by the British array proper, and T 
dare say this stipulation would willingly he accorded if the period were hastened 
intervening between the adoption of our proposal ami the withdrawal of the 
troop a* 

I am anxious to press on the negotiations as fast as possible, its X think time of 
the greatest oonsoduence, and that Her MajestyGovernment should as quickly ns 
possible* rid themselves of a great embarrassment. Departs, some falne, somr tme, 
some neither wholly one nor the other, are put in circulation, generally by scmie of the 
Representatives at Constantinople of the smaller Powern, and these excite anxiety and 
perhaps suspicion. Moreover, the Great Powers now giving us their cordial assistance 
may become tired by apparently interauniablc negotiations, or events may occur to 
moderate tlioir efforts. I have seen fluctuations of this, kind more than once* 

Calling on M. dc Endowits, bis Excellency expressed Ills regret tiuit wo had not 
come to terms before the return of Count Montebello, who would use every effort to 
block tlie progress of the negotiation. Ha was still convinced that in the cud we 
should succeed, but he had recently perceived that tho Sultan, who, about a fortnight 
ago, was anxious for speed in the arrangement, had very much cooled down. This, he 
thought, was owing to the intervention of some Ulemas, who, probably at the instiga¬ 
tion of Russia, were denouncing our proposals to the? Sultan us calculated to diminish 
liia religious influence. 

In the course of tho conversation M* do Rndowitz observed incidentally, in 
speaking of the neutralization of the Canal and the appointment I told him 1 had 
suggested of a member of tho Commis-sion to represent the Canal Company, that we 
should be wise in providing a golden bridge for France.

Italy, he said, had unfortunately taken a false 
step after Tel-el-Kobir in consequence of two different currents that then existed* 
One was the desire that England should join the alliance of Italy, Austria, and 
Germany; the other, a French idea that a could be re-established by 

England, France, and Italy. It wtts unfortunate that at tho time Italy had not gone 
more thoroughly with England, but she would not foil into this error again* 

Spanking of Hassowah, hri Excellency &aid he would have no secrete from me, 
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and he referred to v cry copious notes he had taken, as I understood, from conversations 
with Count RobiJnnt. Ho said in tho greatest oonfldeiioo, but only as the expression 
of Ids private opinion, that ho thought that Count RobMont had given up all idea of 
retaining Haaoowuh. The occupation of that port had been the adoption by the 
Italians of a scheme devised by the French. The latter had boon unable to carry it 
out at the time owing to their Ton quin expedition, 

Italy, thinking that England would retake Khartoum, considered that in that 
ease tlie possession of Mnssowah would be very valuable. The Government now saw 
they had committed a grave mistake, and they w ould endeavour to repair it if possible, 
and as soon as possible. They must, however, in the tot place, redeem the military 
disaster which had befallen t hem,, and, before leaving, there must bo some security 
that Masse wall would not be taken by Prance. Italy Bid not desire to me any Power 
hut England in the Red 8ea, 

His Excellency did not at present perceive by what method the object in view 
could he attained, hut ho thought that in tlio course of my negotiations Ha&sow&h 
could somehow be mixed up with the neutrality of Egypt. He was meat cordial and 
friendly. He said his Government fully approved the proposals wo hud nwta to the 
Porte, At first they had hoped we should take a moro complete posac^gion of tie 
country j hut, seeing the difficulties in tho way of our doing so, they were quite satisfied 
with an arrangement which would guarantee Egypt against disorder find prevent the 
predominance of France.

don. The number of officers who remained would never prove formidable. But for this, 
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m welt &s for the right of re-entry, the condition was a burden rather than a. privilege. 
Everyone wan agreed that peace in Egypt was a necessity for &U nations. ” 1 “ 
restored order. we wore waiting only to see it completely established beyond the nsk or 
disturbance later, and we took on ourselves the task ol rertoiing it if disturbed. At 
present our position in Egypt was unconditional. Wo were about to withdraw from it, 
but we claimed the right, to restore Order, if accessary, taker, not in the same uncon¬ 
ditional manner as was now tire case, but under conditions, laid down by a solemn 
International Treaty, with guarantees against any undue exercise of the right. We 
should in short be the mandataries of other Powers, and we undertook on their behalf to 
he the guardian of their interests m well as our own. What would be the position if we 
withdrew without this precaution? Those interested in the promotion of disorder, 
internal or external, would know that no provision had been made against their 
endeavours, and when order was upset no one could go to the country to restore it with¬ 
out raising mistrust, jealousy, and dispute, 

M. dc Ndlidow then remarked that my language reminded him of something isaid 
hy Lord Palmerston in connection with the Treaties of Unkiar Iakeloasi and London, 
therefore he said, "Corridor pour corridor. 11 I did not quite catch his Excellency s 
quotation, and I did not like to ask him to repeat it* seeing that it referred to the 
Bosphorus and Dardanelles* I replied, however, by saying that hia Excellency know, 
an I had told him in 1885, that 1 had no mission except in regard to Egypt, and that, m 
Fact, that country was so exception at and unique in ite physical and political conditione, 
that it could very well be treated apart, os it bore no analogy to anything else. Egypt 
was a universal corridor, with rm exit nt either end, leading the trade and navigation of 
the world to every possible destination. All there loro were interested m the special 
treatment, to he applied to it. 1 did not add, as E might have done with truth, that if 
Russia were at HoneEaiitinopte in the same position as that now held by England at 
Cairo, it was not likely that she would relinquish her hold on the country on the sjatue 
terms as those now proposed by Her Majesty's Government in reference to Egypt*

Baron Blanc, who walked home with me, seemed at first, inclined to advise that tin 
understanding should ho come Lo with France, but, on seeing him again to-day, L find 
that he thinks such u course would be dangerous, lie, ns ivell as the Ajnstrian Una 
German Ambassadors, seem to be of opinion that the one hope and idem oi r unite is to 
obtain a Russian alliance, first, ns an essential condition of existence m case of COlbSion 
with the three Powers who have recently signed the tripartite Treaty, aided perhaps by 
Engfiuid and Turkey; secondly, aa the one chance of recovering Alsace amt Lorraine, 
For thin reason France will do nothing that Husain would disapprove of, and the French 
Embassy here is merely the reflection of the Russian Fifth assy. 

The arguments of these eminent diplomatists arc very forcible, and 1 ms cogency is 
increased by their evident npprehenrian of England coming to terms with France, and 
thus being deterred from throwing herself heart and soul into the triple nth trace. 

On the other hand, it must be rerue inhered that Egypt presents ttneU to l ranee aa 
mi Internal as well ms an estemal question. The kngungc of the French diplomatic Is 
places it in this light, and it is clearly the leading desire of iho l^endi Guvernineot to 
Jftliafy the anwar-pippi-t 1 of the constituenctaa. It may be that if ft ^elution wore found 
which would strengthen in France the hands of a French Government friendly to Russia, 
the latter Power might consent to further it with the view of removing an eternal 
difficulty from the path of a new ally.

ON Saturday I went by appointment to Ike Forte to meet the Grand Vizier and the 
Minister for Foreign Affaire, and after a short conversation the former placed m my 
hands (be document, copy of which is inclosed!, embodying as lie said the counter- 
proposals which he wad instructed to make to me* I had previously heard privately that 
HUcti a communication was intended, hut without any details. 

On cursorily Jcoking through this paper, I perceived, but without astonishment, how 
little practical were the proposals it contained. These were merely the reproduction on 
paper of the suggestions made to me at different times in conversation. I thought, 
however, that a great step in advance had been made by the reduction of the proposals 
into a regular form, the more so us the re-entry of Her Majesty's troops was admitted in 
principle, though with restrictions. 

The Grand Vizier moreover said that the document was only intended to serve as 
the basis of a discussion : l therefore thanked the Plenipotentiaries for the oommnnL 
cation* which 1 requested a short time to consider* 

l then read to them the draft Convention, translating it as 1 went on, and pointing 
out that it contained in greater, though not unnecessary, detail the proposals set down 
in their own Memorandum. I said that l would send to them n French translation of 
this document, with sonic marginal explanations. I Imve the honour to inclose a copy of 
the translation, with the explanations, and also of a note 1 have addressed to the Grand 
Vizier, strongly urging his Highness to proceed with the negotiations, and renouncing, 
on the part of Her Majesty's Government, the responsibility of any further delay.

Those gentlemen have since, bolh at different times, urged oa me the desire of 
France for a good understanding with England* The settlement of the Egyptian 
question would* they said, remove the only thorn which interfered with such an under¬ 
standing. 

Yesterday l had occasion to call on the French Ambassador for another reason, 
when iiia Excellency spoke to me of any conversations willi the two gentlemen above 
mentioned, and I hanked me for tike expressions I had employed, 

I told his Excellency that my remarks wore m no way official; they wore those 
merely of one old acquaintance to another; that whom Count Flprian had made a 
suggestion, 1 had told him that however anxious I might be personally to promote good 


relatione between the too countries, I could not forward tlie suggestions to your Lordship 
without 3 ome intimation from the French Ambassador that it would be well considered 
by his Government. Ilia Excellency bad told me that bin instructions were not to 
interfere with my negotiations, and therefore I could take no further step to open 
discussion with him. 

M. ile Montebello replied that 1 had correctly represented his position. The 
Egypt inn question ns between England and France could be treated only in London or 
Paris. His instructions were not to interfere with my negotiations with the Porte,, aa 
France did not consider that she should give any opinion on the subject until a settle¬ 
ment was arrived at, or practically arrived at, between England and Turkey. 

The second clause of this sentence and the introduction of tho word "practically " 
make me inclined to agree in tho view taken by M. de Rattowlta, viz., that the Preach 
Embassy will imt interfere with the negotiations until on the point of conclusion, when 
an attempt will be made to prevent the signature of n Convention,

I said that the House of Common waa becoming very inapt lent of the delnv in 
the negotiations, the purport of which had been entirely m the interest of the Sultan 
and his Government ‘ that the disposition of Her Majesty’s Government and the- 
proposals I had made wore also in thus direction, notwithstanding a strong current of 
opinion among the commercial classes of England that Her Mnj.esty*s Govern mend 
should not refinquifth their hold on Egypt. The time had now come for a decision to

has created a feeling of alarm. I have more than once mentioned thin tiremnfitonco 
to your Lordship, and I perceive the Turkish newspapers are still aruYassing flic 
expression in a hostile spirit. Ilia Highness said we could arrive at. the same result 
by laying down certain conditions amplifying the tones “ integrity and inviolability.” 
These he has promised to give mo before onr next meeting. 

His Highness and Said Fashn admit the right of re-entry, hut they wish to invert, 
the manner in which it is stated. They will give to England concurrent rights with 
Turkey, hut they consider the present form objectionable, as giving to Turney con¬ 
current' righte with England. In other respects they admit the principle, and will 
embody it Im an Article drawn up in their own fashion. 

The Ministers then pressed mo to urge on jout Lordship the shortening of the 
period of occupation to one year and n-half for Cairo, and one year for the rest of the 
country, I gave them no hope in this respoot, though I promised to telegraph to 
your Lordship. I pointed out that it was impolitic, when once the Porte had achieved 
the object for which it contended, via,, obtaining from us an engagement to evacuate 
at a fixed date, to hurry on the event, at the expose perhaps of an im perfect settle¬ 
ment of the country. Hh Highness admitted the justice of this remark, but said that 
a concession on our part in the length of the period would greatly facilitate his tosk

My Lord, JVra, April 29, 1887. 

A QUESTION may arise as to the hgure to be intLoited in Article V of tho 
Convention as tho amount of tho tribute to be established as a first charge on tho 
revenue of Egypt. 

On rofomng to p. 319 of the ProvisLoual Budget, for 1887. your lordship will 
perceive that the sum of 664,826^, under the designation, fl Tribut de i’Egypta et scs 
D^pondancoSp^ h annually paid to the Bunk of England, in conformity with Conventions 
made for the security of various bondholders. This sum* however, includes 3&,teK)f. p 
tho tributes tor Mnasowah and 8 cabin, which it seems bal'd should be fastened on 
Egypt while not in possession of any revenues from those districts. On tho other 
hand, it must lw remembered that Egypt is at present paying this amount, and I fear 
any interforenco with this item would not only create an outcry amongst the bond¬ 
holders, but n discusaiw with the Italian Government, which m disposed to act at 
Mnssowah in a manner to conciliate Turkey, and it might, perhaps, complicate our 
o\m position at Suakin* 

I therefore iliink that, at all evenb tor the present, it would be inexpedient to 
raise this question, Tho existing Conventions make it necessary for Egypt to pay this 
amount m the first instance, I would therefore suggest that* for the purposes of the 
Convention, the figure should ha assumed at the amount above stated, and that an 
attempt be made, if possible, later in the financial arrangements to recast in Article V 
to obtain some compensation for the Egyptian Treasury. I should add that in 
this Article consist* the only real attraction held cut. to Turkey by the proposed 
Convention. 

The Turkish Government think that when ovm Egyptian territory bos been 
declared Inviolable, and that tho tribute lias been accepted by tho Powers as a first 
charge on the revenue, the value of the tribute will be milmnced as n security. By 
uniting it with the tribute of Cyprus and the customs of Smyrna* it Is calculated that 
a considerable amount of money may be rained tor Ike purposes of the Turkish 
Government.

ON Sunday, in consequence of a message to Sir William IVbite, I called tm Enron 
Cal ice. 

Ilia Excellency informed mo that* after my interview with the two Ministers on 
Satuiday* they had requested Inm through Baron do Cali, his First Dragoman, to 
telegraph to ash Count Kdliinky to mediate wiih Her Majesty's Government so as to 
obtain a diminution of the date, for evacuation to three year.-,. 

Hi* Excellency said he did not Eke telegraphing in this sense to Count K&lnohy 
for fear tho intervention should be taken amiss, and be had w ished to aak my opinion 
on the Muhject. 

I replied that 1 ccutld, of course* not anarwer for tho result of Lhe intervention „ us 
your Lordship's instructions to rae wore to press lor the four years* but I was 
convinced that Hof Majesty's Government could only receive in good part the mani¬ 
festation of the kindly interest felt by tli-e Austro-ITungarin n Goverumcnt in the 
progress of the negotiations. 

His Excelloucy went on to say that ho comidcred it desirable in many respects 
that those negotiations should be soon concluded. Not only might they alfeet the 
position of the Grand Vizier and Saitl Fctsha* but he greatly feared, fitjm a con vernation 
ho had recently held with Baron Blanc, that there was considerable chance of an 
alteration in the attitude of Italy, 

His Excellency asked mo whether a request for mediation similar to that mode to 
himself had been addro^nd to M* do Roaowitz* I said that I had not heard of 
anything of the kind, nor until tho message to Sir W. White had I known of the 
Luton lion of the two Mini titers to take any sbp beyond Hint of telegraphing to Ruetem 
Faslia. 

Baron Calioe continued that he thought it might bo difficult for Germany to 
intervene* ns she would hardly wish to take up the position of openly advocating the 
wishes of Her Majesty 1 ? Government against those of Franco and Russia. 

From the conversation I gathered tliat Baron Calico had not heard of the recent 
communication made to me by M. do llfldowitz, and, in fact, the latter informed me 
last night that he bad uot spoken on the subject to any one. 

Finding tliat Baron Calico had an engagement, I left him after a short stay, when 
ho said ho wished to ecc me again, and would call on mo tho next morning. 

Yesterday ho came in consequence and told me he had telegraphed to Count 
K/tlnoky, saying that he had done so after having spoken io Sir W, White and 
myself. 

He then wont on to say at some length, hut. with considerable vagueness, that he 
Celt convinced from conventions with Baron Blanc that Italy wished Her Majesty’s 
Govern meat to take some atop which should show the Italian people that Italy bad 
obtained some advantage from oasodalirig herself with England. 

Public opinion in Italy waa being worked upon by journals belonging to French 
linauciexs, ana also by the I&m.a'ilite party. She was pressed to lean rather on France 
than on any othtir Power, and his Excellency feared it might not take much to incline 
her to such a course, however disastrous later snob a policy might prove.

I HAD tho honour to receive lute bud night your Lordship's telegram No, GS 
proposing that a further Article should bo added to tho Convention or a Protocol be 
jdgned giving tho Sultan the right of asking Her Majesty to Government to prolong the 
occupation in caso the other Powers should not assent to a change in the Capitulation# 
and in the Lav of the Press. 

As I telegraphed bo your Lordship this morning, I Mr it is now too late to 
propose so important an alteration in the Convention. The draft has been discussed 
by Iho Council and submitted to the Sultan without suelt a stipulation, and in this 
form It has required tho strenuous support of the AmhasaadotHj who Imve given mo 
such friendly assistance since my arrival The proposal of an Additional Article or 
Public Act of this kind would necessitate a recommencement of the whole negotiation, 
smd expose tho Convention to very great dangers. Not only would the delay leave an 
opening for the opposition of Russia, and probably of Franco, but for tho daily 
augmenting hostility of the Ulemas to any arrangement at all with Her Majesty's 
Government in connection with any portion of Mussulman territory. 

At the same time* as it appeals clearly of advantage to the. Sultan that there 
should he some guarantee For the proposed modifications of the C’apiiiiMions and for 
an alteration in the Press Laws, l think it would be well if the refiml of Powers to 
adhere te these measures should give to Hm Imperini Majesty tho right of tovifiinff hia 
aii'augomente for the evacuation. 

Tills understanding might be effected hy an exchange of notes such ns that 
proposed in tha ease of the Mediterranean Powers, and I will ondcavour to-day to 
asc&tein 'the views of the Giimd Viziub on the matter.

I told Artin Efferuli that I would not forward the proposal to your Lordship, that 
I would not diaema it or even take a copy of it. Her Majesty's Government had 
given in on every point possible, and the concession diminIsMng the five years to 
ttixee had been made on the distinct understanding that the other conditions were 
accepted« 

I then loft tile Porte, notwithstanding Artin EffendFa urgent entreaty tliat- I 
should wait to see the Grand Vizier* 

While calling immedlatoly after on Sir W, White, Artin Effi&adi camo in, having 
bean sent by the Grand Vizier to find un both. 

I told his Excellency that I would not go to the Forte again except to sign the 
Convention os it stood. It was perfectly wall known that a vessel was waiting for me* 
and now after so many months of discussion a new condition was started at the last 
moment which would render it necessary, if entertained, that the negotiations should 
be reopened from the beginning. 

Artin EJTondi returned to the Porte, and in the evening he called to loll mo that 
the Convention had been unanimously approved by the Council* and a 11 Maabata f * to 
that affect had been sent to the Fnkec.

ARTICLE V. 

At the expiration of three years from 
the date of the present Convention, Her 
Britannic Majesty's Government will 
withdraw its troops from Egypt. If at 
that period the appearance of’ danger, in 
the interior or from without, should 
render necessary the adjournment of the 
evacuation, the. British troops will with¬ 
draw from Egypt Immw lkfidy after the 
disappearance of this danger, and two 
years after the aforesaid evacuation the 
provisions of Article IV above shall com¬ 
pletely ecasu to have olfeot.

M. Flourens, Count Hoyos states, asserted that the French Government had been 
anxious to an amicable arrangement respecting Egypt concluded between tho 
Eriilfili Government and the Porto, and ha wished to establish the fact ('toons to tor") that 
it was not l ho French Government which had volunteered any advice or observations 
to the Porto upon the arrangement which had been made, but that having been 
appealed to by the Porte they kid felt hound to state the objections which they saw to 
it, and the dangers to which it- might toad., 

Count Kdlnoky here observed that this statement appeared to lie entirely at 
variance with all the information ho had received upon the subject, and which went to 
prove that the French Ambassador had distinctly applied for a copy of the Convention, 
and 1 1 ad then, in conjunct ion with his Russian colleague, done All he could to frighten 
the Sultan into a retractation of the act agreed upon* and to prevent its rati Heat km. 

The desateh went on to aav that M- Floureas had proceeded to comment on the 
Vt-li Article, which lie contended conferred upon tho British Government the right of 
sending troops hack to Egypt whenever they pleased to do so, and in point of 
fact virtually placed Egypt under the l^rotectorate of England, which was a state 
of things to which tho French Government would never lie a party. It was true, the 
ftroncfc Minister continued. Unit the eivcumstauecs under which the right of re-entry 
would become available were specified, but- it: would he easy for the British Government 
to create those oireumstoncos. H c did not wish to question the good faith of the 
English Government* and bo would even admit that- they bad no present intention of not 
retiring from Egypt at the time specified in tho Convention, but there was no answering 
for the future. XL was. n matter of not very much importance to France, whether 
English troops remained in occupation of Egypt or not* The French Government did not 
certainly con temp lulu endeavouring to force them out, but* at the sumo time* they 
would never give their wmetion* by adhering to the Convention, to the principle of tho 
right of re-entry under the conditio ay. specified* It would be ratal to tho Sultan's 
sovereign rights and prerogatives, and the French Government would prefer that the 
occupation should continue on its present footing for an undefined period. 

Count Hoyoa, who had been made aware by Count Kailuuky of the language 
which hia Excellency had held to the French Ambassador here* replied to M. Flonrens 
very much to the same effect Hu made the same observation as Count KAlnoky had 
done to M* Rctsrris as to Lbe jcaloujsy with which tho Bulton guarded hk sovereign 
righto, and the consequent improbability, sinco His Majesty liful authorised mo 
Convention, of there being anything in it antagonistic to thorn, but M, Ftouraus mot 
this by the almost incredible assertion that the Sultan had been mystified by hie 
Ministers* who had been corrupted by England, and bad introduced the objectionable 
claim surreptitioufily, 

I need baldly toll your Lordship tjuit Count Kdluoky treated tins assertion as it 
deserve*!, namely* as utterly absurd and preposterous; but the toot was, his Excellency 
said, tho French and Russian Ambassadors at Constantinople wore perfectly beside 
th erase! vea with fury at the Convention li&ving been bo promptly signori without- tbehr 
having hod time to prevent it. in conooutimv with Una Count KYdimky mentioned to 
uic that Rim Fiialiri, who was simply a paid Agent of Russia, lind premised M* do 


N^lidofi that he would furnish him with a copy of tho text of tho Convention before 
it was signed, and great, therefore* was the dismay of the Russian Ambassador on 
learning that the Convention hod been signed without Ms receiving a copy of it. 
Co tint iuUimky also mentioned with much aiwto that to some of the remonstrances of 
the French Ambassador the Grand Virier had replied by saying that the Forte was 
quite willing to conclude a similar arrangement with France regpeoting Tunis. 

Count Kjilnoky then went on to tell me that the French Ambassador had again 
recently repeated Euh remonstrances about tho Convention, and that in reply to some 
of his observations lie* Count Kdlnoky, had expressed his astonishment at the diffi¬ 
culties which were now being raised by France. He said it was im unheard-of thing 
in the annals of diplomacy that the ratification of a Treaty between two independent 
Powers should be impeded or prevented by the action of any third Power. The 
French Government, his Excellency continued, seemed very much preoccupied lest tho 
sovereign tights of tho Sultan should bo infringed* but what greater Infringement of 
those tights could occur, he inquired* than preventing the Sultan from ratifying n. 
Convention for the conclusion of which Bis Majesty had issued his Xradd? Ho was 
also astonished at another thing, bo told JL Deorais, and it was that the French 
Government should be taken by surprise at tho re-entry ekuse* because he had 
oortainly been under tho Impression, which bad recently received confirmation, that 
the French Governmont had been perfectly aware that the British Governmont 
intended to Insist, on such a stipulation* and ho appealed to M. Eeeraia if this was 
not so. 

The French Ambassador, Count Kilnoky said* appeared rather embarrassed by 
this question* hut he admitted having seen i( qmdquo part quo la question avail 6t6 
touohdc on priuoipo cutre Lord Salisbury Gt M. XVadduigton. 

Count Edlnoky then risked M. Docrate whether tho French Government had matte 
the same observations about tho Convention in I^ndon as they had done ol so where, to 
which M, Ecords replied that ho believed so, but he did not know what the answer 
lind been* 

Count K&luoky to this replied, that if the French Government addressed them¬ 
selves to the British Government in tho proper spirit, setting forth their objections to 
any particular clauses in tho Convention* and asking explanations* ho wna sure that 
the British Government would be ready and happy to give theso explanations, For his 
own par^ lie said, lie thought tine proper time for making any observations upon the 
Convention would be when it was submitted to the Powers tor their adhesion* as ho 
understood it was to he* after the ratifications had been exchanged, but in the mean- 
time lie had entire confittenco in tho good faith with which the British Government 
had acted* and he could not admit any discussion on tho subject* 

I thanked Count KAlnoky for having spoken in this manner, saying that no 
language could bn more friendly or satisfactory* and that I was sure it would bo duly 
appreciated by Her Majesty's Government, to whom I would not fail to report it. 

Count KAlnoky ended the eon venation by repeating an observation he h:id 
previously matte, namely* that Jit believed that a great deal of the opposition which 
wan now raised to the Convention by France and Rusak was due to personal pique on 
tho part of their Representatives at Constantinople, who fell that they had been out- 
Tuamnttvced; but at tho sumo tune* tho Governments of those countries, ho mid, wore 
jealous and annoyed at the proof which was now given of British influence at Con- 
stout i no pic having regained its former footing, and that they, especially Russia, would 
prefer the 1 continuance of the occupation with soreness and mistrust between Turkey 
and England, to a cessation of the occupation with good and friendly relations 
between tho two Bowers.

M. ilc NdiliiiolF also objected l.a the want of definition u,s to Use causes that would 
justify the rc-enfry. England might took on a movement of troops in Afghanistan aa an 
external danger and make this a pretext for occupying Egypt. 

His Excellency said that, speaking personally, he thought Russia might consent that 
England should be the one Power to whom should tra confided the task of restoring Order 
in Egypt j but this must bo done under restriction, and Cominbirioncrs of other Powers 
should accompany tee British troops. Or he thought that the restoration of order might 
be effected by more than one Power. Such were Ids views, which having to a great 
extent, been adopted by hi& Government, he opposed the ratification, He said that France 
had regarded the Convention from the same point of view, Lint that there was- no concerted 
action between the two Powers* 

M. de Montebello, with whom I had two interviews, took much the same line. The 
right of re-entry waa destructive of the Mediterranean equilibrium. Franco was determined, 
never tn accept it, Ag, Article IV now stood, her turn .acceptance of the fight af re-entry 
would make our occupation of the country permanent, 

3 did not discuss these arguments at any lengthy but limited myself to expressing my 
regret that the opposition had arisen at this particular moment By the terms of the 
Convention it was to bn communicated to the Powers immediately after ratification, md 
then those Powers were free to make such criticisms or reserves aa they thought fit* 

M, de Montebello also informed mo that, there was no concerted action between 
Franco and Russia. 

In ray telegram No. 144 of the 20th instant, I reported to your Laid ship the some* 
what dramatic scone that took place at the Porte. I have the honour to inclose a copy of 
the note scut by Count Montebello to thu Sultan, It was written in Turkish and 
impressed with the Turkish seal of the Ambassador* 

Since thou there have been rumours that the two Ambassadors have relaxed in their 
efforts, This was to a certain extent confirmed by a telegram from M* Depretis, shown 
mu by Baron Rhine., whose unceasing ^ood offices and assistance it is difficult to overrate* 
I have the honour to inclose a translation of tire telegram, of which, having been in cypher* 
Baron Blanc requested me not to te.lto a llteraj copy. 

Last night I telegraphed to your Lordship (No. Io2) the latest phase of the situation, 
which shows how little the two Powers have diminished the force of their opposition* 
.Strange to say, it is the Italian Ambassador’s telegram which lina most alarmed the Sultan, 
ns ho considers thu lost phrase of M. de Glare, “that the Emperor on this occasion would 
not depart from the strictest moderation,” m a most formidable threat. 

While M. etc Montebello's commuujcalLcmg with the Palace lake a more or Io@a 
formal .shape, tho»e of M, tic Nflidrff are matte through the well-known ftiza Pasha, qr 
through bis Dragoman, M. Maxi molt, whose unmeasured language, whilst it produces 
uonritterable effect, cun always, if necessary, hu disavowed. M, de Montebello grounds his 
proceedings on the Mediterranean equilibrium, white M. dcNdlidoff baacs his on more 
general considerations.

therefore, the least traditional, of the Christian Churches, have less right than any other 
denomination to a predominant influence in such sacred spots. The Orthodox and 
Oriental character 1 of the Russian Church naturally point it out as the most fitting 
guardian of Falodtine, In connection with the importance attached to this point, ! may 
mention that several articles have lately appeared on the increasing prosperity of the Holy 
Land, and the number of Russian sehnole there established. 

While speaking of the Russian press, I may roe a lion that the recent visit of the 
Archduke Rudolf of Austria to Galicia, the speeches there made by him, and the 
connnunt* of the Austrian press, have been bitterly criticised a& au attempt to exdto the 
Poles under Russian rule to rebellion. The attitude of the Russian press generally to 
Austria ia at present extremely unfavourable, and it is openly alleged that the object of 
that Empire is to create: such difficulties for Russia as will force her to abandon Servia, 
and leave that country a free field for Austrian influence,

ON Saturday afternoon J received a telegram from the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
asking me to go « once to the Porte to see the Grand Viaier and himself, 

I found them both, os 1 telegraphed, in a state of great depression, endeavouring to 
devise some formula of Declaration which shoul d induce the Sultiui lo ratify. I told them 


that I was authorized to prolong my stay for a few days, only on condition that soma 
assurance were given me that the ratifications would be exchanged But I clearly b^w 
that no such durance could at any rate thou he given, and that, while anxious to induce 
lbs Sultan to cany out his engagement, their powers of pereu&Blon had bean exhausted. 
In fact, ihcy begged me as a friend, and unofficially, to assist thorn in preparing n formula, 
which might satisfy the Stilton as well as Bur Maiestyk Government. To this I replied 
that it was mot front want of will* but from want of competency, that [ was prevented from 
complying with their wishes t had forwarded to your Lordship many formulas, which, 
when accepted by Her Majesty's Government, had not achieved their object, I could mot 
forward any further proposals to your Lordship, nor could 1 tubist them in the preparation 
of Much proposal, as ] could not pledge to them the assent of your Lordship, My powers 
of submitting formulas to your Lordship were quite exhausted, but if they thought they 
could devise one which would be neccplnblo to both panics, they had better communicate 
it to your Lordship by Rustem Fnsha, giving nt the same time the assurance that it was 
approved by the Sultan, mid would be at once followed by ratification. 

Their Excellencies then told me the obstacles which deterred the Sultan from 


ratifying. They were twofold. First, he had been alarmed by some religious cfFerveecQuoe 
among the Ulemas ; secondly, by the threats hold out at the Palace by the French and 
Russian Ambassadors through their Emissaries, and repeated by Count Montebello to Said 
Pasha. On Else religious question they gave me no details, but I have since heard them, 
and will report them later* Rut the throats of the two hostile Ambassadors were based ou 
arguments which, however illogical, were likely to affect the mind of the Sultan* They 
bad 5uid that the ratification would warrant: their countries in occupying Turkish provinces* 
leaving them only when inaLrumente similar to the Egypt inn Uon vent ion were executed 
between themselves respectively and the Porto. Thus, if England had the right of 
re-entry in Egypt, Russia would insbt on a similar right in Armenia, and France in Syria. 
Such u result would be practically the dismemberment of the Empire, and the Sultan 
could not ultow himself to be recorded m Mussulman history as the Sultan who had 
affixed his signature to such dismemberment Would it be possible, they naked, for Her 
Majesty'a Government to give the Porte Borne guarantee against such menace* ? 

The religious question, which 1 heard from private sources, h curious end interesting. 
It affects nearly the position of the Sultan as Caliph, a point on which he Lb very 
sensitive.

THE situation at Constantinople continues to be extremely perplexing., mid bafBea all 
calculation, especially ns all the intrigues directed against the ratification of the Egyptian 
Convention are concentrated within Lhe precincta of thy P-ilace of Yildiz^aod are calculated 
so as to influence the Sultan's very peculiar mind* 

Hero it is almost impossible to fdJow these with nny degree of accuracy» or to gauge 
their probable effect on a mind naturally ex citable and given to vacillation. ^ 

A few of the courtiers who have some patriotic fueling left arc paniCi-strickcn, and 
almost dumbi and the Ministers arc entirely helpless. For more than a month a change 
of Grand Vizier has been spoken of as imminent, but still Kioiuil bold 4 * otiicCi showing 
extraordinary iMitieocc and perseverance under extremely trying drcunaetances, and badly 
seconded by his colleagues, 

The extraordinary proceedings of Count Montebello have bean, I hear, either domed, 
or, sit any rate, greatly minimized by M, Fldurctis. They cannot be dented f howovGr, and 
may be explained by the following motives, _ 

The weakness of the French Government at home, the desire animating all Frenchmen 
to serve the interests of Russia, which is quite evident in this Ambassador, and places his 
Excellency considerably under the influence of M. dt? Ndhdofl and of bis own staff, 
and laetj not least, his personal dcalre to do something remarkable mid to make a mark, 

I urn strongly of opinion, howcvor a that this attitude of the French Embassy can do 
our interests no harm in the long run if we hold firmly to our present tine of pollcy. us 
we shall continue to have German and Italian support m long sis French opposition takes 
tbia form. 

A reaction, is sure to come on in the Sultan's mind if we continue firm. 

Of course, His Itiijierinl Majesty will attempt to obtain all kinds of modifications and 
concessions, as he has been doing during the last six weeks, and ho will not oomo round 
until he finds out the small value we attach to either French or !tussiau opposition, and 
how determiued we are to fulfil what u Frenchman would call omr mission in iCgypt, and 


what I prefer calling our duty to that country. 

The Russian game here is, of course, much more intelligible and dangerous, as it 
pursues in this instance what it h dj> done lui* more than a hundred years the breaking up 
of the Ottoman Empire—or, Tailing to accompl ish this, rendering the Sultan its subservient 
ally or vassal.

as far as Turkey was concerned, and rendered it more difficult for other Powers to call 
upon the Sultan to exercise his righto of sovereignty, and request England to withdraw 
the Queen's troops from Egypt, 

Count Bbnifuvb appears not to liavc encouraged M. Herbette to pursue the 
subject further, hut to have turned the convnmtitm to other topics. 

‘ Tliin morning I found M. Herbottc atone. and in a most friendly and entertamiog 
mood. 

Detecting, no doubt, that I felt myself vMftcely In & position to dismiss the 
Egyptian question with him, his Excellency turned the conversation chiefly to general 
subjects mid the state of parties in Germany ; but lie made one observation in regard 
to trie Egyptian Convention which 1 ventured to reply to. 

He Jliserved that ti er Majesty's Government, and Sir IE, D, WolfF in' particular., 
must tie much disappointed nt the failure of a Mission which liftd cost so much labour 
and money. I replied that it was true that Sir il B. Wolff's Mission bad boon both 
tahurtaun and costly* but ! dould not share Mb Excellency^ opinion tltat tbit labour 
anil money liad been thrown away* and I thought that Sir Henry would have no 
reason to feel diHOppoIiited with the good work which he hud done 3 , and • olao 
ibplight bis Mksiou 1 wmiM leave a good iuipi'esaiion at Constantinople, He bad been 
able to convince the Sultan and the Porte of the friendly disposition* of England, and 
to ftobudt a Cunvcution wliioh had, received the approval of the Sultan and Im 
adviut^s, The termor's hesitation to ratify was, I understood, mainly duo to difBcul- 
tk* mined hi oilier qitaVteta.
